CLARA WATSON 


Has a Word to Say on 
Education. 


I note the editorial in the last is- 
sue of THE SUNPLOWER on the Mor- 
ris Pratt Institute, referring to the 
matter as “agitating the edjtdr. and 
contributors of the Progressive Think- 
cr.” and as one of said contributors 
will vou kindly allow me space for a 
brief reply to your position; for, my 
‘sood brother, vou seem to be laboring 
under a misapprehension, and conse- 
quent!y your editorial is misleading, 
in that the inference drawn therefrom. 
is that the afore-mentioned contrib- 
utors were opposing education. Sure- 
iv this is a mistake and I desire to 
say to the many readers of THE Sun- 
FLOWER, some of whom may not 
have read the discussion of the school 
matter carried on through the Pro- 
gressive Thinker, that not one of the 
writers taking part therein opposed 
education. The point of issue was 
the method of educating. Some 
writers did not deem that a special 
Spiritualist school was essential to 
teach grammar, rhetoric, elocution, 
syntax, etc., that our common school 
system with its highschools, univer- 
sities. colleges, institutes, correspond- 
ence schoois, etc.. are too numerous 
over the land. The idea contended 
for was that graduates from these 
schools, coupled with natural ability, 
effort out of school and aid of spirit- 
ual heipers would fit workers for our 
rostrum. 

You say. “The fact remains that 
we have never made a bid tor intel- 
ligence and education on our plat- 
form.” But. dear sir, the fact re- 
mains too that we have had and do 
have both intelligence and education 
oncurrostrum. Yousay, ‘* We have 
taken anything that presented itself 
without endorsement, and have been 
bitten by pretenders,” etc. In the 
face of fact, | wonder how far endorse 
ment counts. If we have been bitten 
by tne unendorsed, so ditto by 
the endorsed. I recall to mind an 
experience which you must have 
known where one wholly unqualified 
was publicly endorsed by one who 
stands high. as one ‘‘most worthy” 
for the ministry of Spiritualism. and 


by one who must have known. the. 


unfitness of the endorsed one. 

This fact remainstootrue. Again, 
one of the camp associations of 
an adjoining state’ granted an en- 
dorsement to an applicant on the 
strenvth of a given number of signa- 
tures without one iota Of knowledge 
revarding the ability, or rather lack 
ot ability of the applicant. Every- 
bods’ knows that signatures are 
cheap. Anybody can get signatures 
to anything. A friend who has had 
work at that. camp said, That camp 
will endorse anyone. 

Again, at the N.S.A. Convention, 
President Barrett related how ordin- 
ations were being granted promiuscu- 
euslv at so much a head, regardless 
of atuhtv, but they had endorse- 
ment papers to travel with over the 
country. More could be said in this 
same line but this suffices for illus- 
tration. Really, of what good are 
endorsement papers? Surely these 
facts remain too. 

And then you bring forth the Uni- 
tarian Church as a model ot perfec- 
tion iter which Spiritualists should 
patiern and cite the fact that some 
Spiritualists sometimes attend that 
church because, forsooth, it has an 
educated ministry. Now we have a 
Unitarian Church in this citv. This 
Church owns a pleasant. commodious 
nicely equipped edifice, a fine pipe 
organ and has a theologically educat- 
ed minister, and vet the average 
Sunday attendance is but from twen- 
ty-rive to fifty people. and I know of 
three Spiritualists who now and then 
help to make up that number. Iam 
told that the same condition prevails 
elsewhere. I was in Erie last winter 
and was told that the Unitarian 
Church there had only a small num- 
ber as an audience. 

At Meadville the church is compos- 
ed almost entirely of just the stu- 
dentsin the Unitarian college there. 
What is the matter if the people are 
clamoring tor an educated ministry 
why are these churches not crowded 
Alas: the something they seek is not 
found there. Scholastically prepar- 
ed sermons almost invariably are 
lacking in influx of inspiration that 
warms and touches our heart. and 
the scholarly sermons of hil: the prea- 
chers in this model church will never 
demonstrate the continuity of life 
beyond the grave. `

There are tdeas of the human mind 
that cannot be derived from sensa- 
tion and these are the intuitions of 
the reason. Thev are first truths, 
without secing which, we could see 
nothing eise. A reasoning is like a 
suspended chain: Link is joined to 
iink by logical dependence. A 
weight hangs from the last link, that 
by the next higher. But as we as- 
cend the chain, we come at last, net 
toa ink, but to a staple driven into 
the wall. So all reasoning at last 
brines us to a first truth, a truth of 
intuition, and the spirit, which is a 
staple fastened into the very struc- 
ture of the mind. 

So. if asked what we mean by in- 
tuition, or the ideas of the mind, we 
can reply that besides the powers 
with which we look outward and per- 
ceive the external world. we have 
ather powers by which we look in- 
ward and ubserve another world of 
ideas, just as the Egvptians did in 
their feeling after truth. 

Philosophers like Locke have 
foucht stoutly against the doctrine 
of innate ricas. A man is not born 
with ready-made ideas ot the inward 
or sirit world, any more than he is 
born with ideas of the outward 
word, Both come by experience. 
We have no innate ideas of justice 
and goodness any more than we have 
innate ideas of color, form, substance. 
or mathematical proportion. But 
just as there is an outward world 
which ali men can recognise, so there 
is an inward world of the spirit which 
ati should recognise. As all men 
come to know weight. form. color, 
as realiues of the external world. so 
allinen. by experience, come to know 
justice, love, purity, as living reali- 
ties of the spiritual world. And is it 
not true that these intellectual intui- 
tions of spiritual ideas show how sol- 
id and real is the knowledve which 
cumes from looking in and up. 

It is just as real as the cutward 
world which we perceive by the sen- 
ses, this inward world which we per- 
ceive through the soul itself. For as 
all our knowledge of intellectual real- 
ities rests on intuitions of the reason,- 
so all of our knowledge of religion on 
intuitions of the spiritual nature. 
Surely spiritual things are spiritual- 
ly discerned. Moral things are mor- 
ally discerned through the moral na- 
ture and spiritual realities of the in- 
net life, by the light of the spirit. 

When we think of the marvelous 
death chambers of the Pyramids, the 
tombs of the kings, or the architect- 
ural wonders which remain at Thebes 
and elsewhere, after 6,000 or 7,000 
years, let us resolve anew to live for
